slanderous comments on the: mode in 
which he (pursuer) discharged his 
Magisterial and public functions; and 
he asked the Lord-Ordinary to send 
for trial an issue putting the question 
whether the comments were published 
by the defender “in pursuauca of an 
intention to expose, and did -calum- 
niously and ‘injuriously expose, the 
pursuer to public contempt and ridi- 
cule.” His Lordship has refused to 
allow an issue in these terms, and, in 
intimating his refusal, he says :—To 


sarcasm against a man’ is very often 
the best way of serving the general 
-interests of the public. They are the 
natural scourgé of’ incompetence and 
folly in persons of station and ‘high 
office. If the critic does not travel into 
domestic life or into’ a-nian’s private 
affairs to point his slanders, but confines 
himsolf to comimonts upon public acts 
in which he has or may have as much 
interest as tho official himself, he 
performs laudable work.
